other effeminat, & he hath elch account beſt that 
hath brought his lumme to the mcane. It is no leſſe 
ſault to exceede in ſorow. then to paſſe the limits of 
petẽt mitth, ſich excelle in either is a diſorder in 
palsion, thogh that ſorow of curicly be leſſe blamed 
of men, bicauſe, it it be a fault, it is allo a puuiſpment, 
at once cauſing & taſting cormets. It is no good ſign 
in the ſick to be lenſleſſe in his paines, as bad it is to 
be vnulually ſenſit iue, being both either hat bengers 
or attendãts of death. Let ſadnes, ſith it is a du io the 
dead, teſtify a feeling ot pity, not any pang ot palsiõ, 
and bewray rather a tender then a de ected minde. 
Mourne, as that your friends may finde you aliuing 
brother, all men a diſcrecte mourner,making lorow - 
a ſignel, not a ſuperior of rcaſon: ſome are lo obſti- 
nate in their own wil, that cuca time the natural te- 
medy of the moſt violẽt agonies, canno: by any de- 
laies aſſwage their griefe, they entertain their ſorow' 
with ſolitatie muſes, and fecd theit ſighs and teates, 
they pine their bodies, & draw al penſiue conſideta- 
tion to their mindes, nuiſing their heauincs wth a 
melancholy humor, as thogh they had vowed them 
lelues to ſadnes, vaw illing it ſnould end till it had 
ended them, herein their tolly ſomtimes findeth a 

2 Teady effect, that being tru which Salomon oblet 2 
a at 
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that as a moath the garment, c a worme the wood. 
ſodoth ſadnes periwade the heatt. But this impo- 
tent ſoftnes fitteth not ſobet mindes. We muſt not 
make a liues proteſsion ot a ſeuen nights duety, nor 
vndet colour of k:ndacs be vnnatural to our ſelues: 
if ſomc in theit paſstou ioyned their thoughts into 
ſuch laborynths, that neither wit knoweth, nor wil 
careth how long, ot how fatre they wander iu them, 
it diſcouereth their weaknes, but diſcerneth our me- 
ditation. It is( for the moſt) the tault, not of all, but 
of the ſeelieſt women , who next to the funcrall of 
tlieit friends, deem it a ſecond widowhood,to force 
their teates, and make it their happines, to ſeetne 
moſt vnhappy, as though they had onely beene left 
aliue, to bea perpetuall map of dead folkes misfor- 

tu des: but this is, to atme an enemie againſt our 
(clues, and to yeele Reaſon priſoner to Pals on, put- 

ting the (word in the tebelles hand. When wee are 

lealt able to withſtand his treaſon. Sorrowe once 

letled.is nor lightly remoued, cafily winning, but 

not lo eaſily lurrendring poſſeſsion, and where it is 

not excluded in time, it challengeth a place by pre. 
ſcription. The Scripture warneth vs, not to giue 

our hearts to ſadnes, yea tather, to reiect it as a thing 

not bencficiall to the dead, yea preiudiciall to out 
ſelues 3 Ecleſiaſlicus alloweth but ſeauen dayes to a. 
mouruing, iudging moderatio in plaint to be a ſuf- . 
ficient teſtimony in good will, and a needtull otfice 

of wiledome. Much ſorrowe for the dead, is either 

the childe of ſelle-loue, or of raſh iudgement : it we 

ſhould ſhead our tcares tor others death, as a meane 


to our contentment, wee ſhewe but ourowne 
B > wound 
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wound perfit louets of out ſelues, if we lament their 
deceaſe as their hard deſtinie, we attach them ofcuil 
deſeruing. with too peremmatory a cẽſure, as thogh 
their life had bin an ariſc, and their death a lcape in- 
to finall perdition for other iſe a good departure 
ctaueth (mall coudolling, being but a harbour from 
ſtormes, and an entrance vnto felicitie. But you 
_ know your ſiſter too well to incurre any blame in 
thele reſpects. And experience of her life hath ſto- 
red your thoughts with notice of fo race vertues, as 
might ſooner make hit memorie an infotcement to 
ioy, then any inducement to ſorrow ,and moue you 
to eſteeme her laſt duties, rather the triumph of her 
victorie, then the farewelles of her deceaſe. She was 
by birth, ſecond to none, but vnto the firſt in the 
realme, yet ſhe meaſured onely gtęatneſſe by good- 
nes, making nobilitie but the mirrour of yerrue, as 
able to ſtewe e e to be ſeene, as apte to 
draw many cies to beholde it, ſhee ſured her beha- 
uiour to her birth, and enobled her birth with het 

iety, leauing her houſe more beholding to her for 
hank honoured it with the glotie of ber vertues, 
then ſhe was to it for the titles of hix degree, ſhe was 
high minded in nothing, but in aſpiring to perfecti- 
on, and in the diſdaine of vice; in othet things coue- 
ring her greatues with humilitie among her inferi- 
ors, & ſhe ing it with curteſie amongſt hir peeres: 
of the carriage of her ſelte, and het ſobet gouerne- 
ment may be a ſuthcier teſtimony, that enuy hir ſelf 
was dumbe in her diſpraiſe, finding in her much to 
repine at, but naught to reproue: the clearenes of hit 


Honor I neede not to mention, ſhe hauing alwaies 


armed 
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armed it with ſuch modeſtie as taught the moſt yn« 
temperate tongues to be ſilent in her preſence, and 
anſwered their cyes with ſcorne and coutempt, that 
did but ſeeme to make her an aime to palsion ; yea, 
and in this behalfe, as almoſt in all others, ſhee harh 
the moſt honoutable and kno wen Ladies of the 
land. ſo common and knowen witneſſes, that thoſe 
that leaſt loued her religion, were in love with her 
demeanour, delivering their opinions in open prai- 
ſes. How mildely ſhe accepted the checke of fortune 
fallen vpon her without deſert, experience hath bin 
a moſt manifeſt proofe, the temper of her mind be- 
ing ſo caſie, that ſhe found little di fficultie iu taking 
downe her thoughts to a meane degree, which true 
honour, not pride hath railed to the former height, 
her faithfulnes and loue where ſhe found true frend- 
ſhip,is ritten with teares in many eies, and will be 
longer regiſtred in grateful memories of divers that 
haue tried her in that kinde, auowing her for ſecre- 
cie, w iſedome, and conſtancit, to be a miracle in that 
ſex: yea when ſhee found leaſt kindeneſſe in others, 
ſhe neuet loſt it in herlelfe, more willingly ſuffering 
then offering wrong, and often weeping for their 
miſhappes , whome though leſſe louing her, ſhee 
could not but affect. Of the innocencie of her lite 
this generall all can averre, that as ſhe was gratefull 
many wayes, and memorable for yertues , ſo was 
ſhee free from all blemiſh of any vice, vſing, to 
her power, the beſt meancs to keepe continually an 
vndefiled conſcience : her attire was euer {och as 
might both ſatiſfie a curions eie, and yet beare wit- 


neſle of a ſober minde, neyther ſingular, nor yaine, 
B 3 bur 
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but ſuch as her peeres of leaſt report vſed: herroog 


was very little acquainted with oathes,vnles eyther 
duty, or diſtruſt did 1oforce tbem : and ſutely they 
vvere needeleſae to thole that knewe her, to home 
the ttueth of ber wordes coulde not iuſtly be ſuſpe- 
&ed;much leſſe was {he noted of any vnſitting talk, 
which as it was euer hateſull to her cares, ſo did ir 
neuer defile her breath: ot feeding ſhee was very 
meaſurable, rather too ſparing, than too liberall a 
diet: ſo religious for obietuing of faſts, that never 
in her ſickenes ſhetr coulde hardely bee woonne to 
breake them, and if our loules bee poi eſſed in our 
patience, ſurely her ſoule was truly her own, whoſe 
rocke, though often ſtricken with the rod of aduer- 
ſity, neuer yeilded any more then to giue iſſue of eie 
ſtreames; and though theſe through the tenderneſſe 
of hir natute, & aptnes ot hit iex, were the cuſtoma- 
rie ttibutes that her loue paied, more to her friendes 
then her owne mistortunes, yet were they not ac- 
companied with diſtempered words, or ill ſeemin 
ations, reaſon neuet forgettiug decencie, FUG: 
remernbring pitie, hir deuotions ſhe daily oblerued, 
offering the daily ſacrifice of an innocent heart, and 
ſtinting her lelfe to her times of prayet, which ſt ee 
erformed with ſo religious a care, as well ſhewed 
that ſheeknewe ho we high a Maieſtie fhee ſetued: I 
neede not write howe duetifully thee diſcharged all 
the behoofes ofa moſt louing wife, ſince that was 
the commoneſt theame of her praiſc, yet this may 
be laide without improofſe to any, that Wholoeuet 
in this behalſe may be counted her equall, none can 


iuſtly be thought hir ſuperiour where ſhe 0wed, ſhe 


payed 


being warned of her danger, carrying in het conſci- 
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payed duetie, where ſhe found ſhee turned curteſie. 
whereſocuer ſhe was knowen,ſhee deſerued amitic⸗ 
deſirous ot the beſt , yer diſdaining none bur euill 
company, ſhe was readier to requite benefits the re- 
uenge wrongs, more grieued then angrit with vn- 
2 of friends, hen eithet miſtaking or milre- 
port occalioned auy breachicy: for if their words ca- 
ry credite, it entred deepeſt into het thoughts, they 
haue acquitted her from all ſpice of malice, not one- 


ly agauſt her friends, whole diſlikes were but a te- 


tire, to llippe further into ſtiendihippe, but euen het 
greateſt enemies, to home if thee had been a iudge 
as (Lc was a ſuppliant, Iaſſutedly thinke ſhe would 
haue redreſsed, but not reuenged ber wrongs. In 
ſumme, ſhe was an honour to her predeceſsouts, 2 
light to her age, and a patterne ta her poſteritiezaci» 
ther was her concluſion different from her ptemiſ- 
les. or her death from hir lite, ſhe ſhewed no diſmay, 


ence the late conduct of innocencic. Bur having ſear 
her deſires to Heauen before with a milde counte« 
nance, and a moſt calme minde, in more hope then 
feare, ſhe expected her owne paſſage, ſhe commen- 


ded both her duty and good will to all her triendes, 


and cleared her heart from all grudge towardes her 
enimies, wiſhing true happines ts them both, as 
beſt became fo ſoft aud gentle aminde, in which 


anger never ſtayed , but as an yawelcome ſttan- 


get: Shee made open proteſſion that ſnee did die 
true to her teligion, true to her husband, ttue to 
God and the world, ſhe enioyed her iudgetnent as 
long as ſhe breathed, het body carueſtly offering hir 

laſt 
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laſt deuotions, ſupplying in thought what falntnes 
luffeted not hit tovgue to viter: io the end, hen hir 
was run out, and death began to chalenge 
his intereſt, ſome labouring with too late temedies 
to hinder the deliuery ot het ſweet ſoule, ſne deſired 
them cftſoones to let her go to God ; and het hopes 
- calling her to etetuall kingdomes, as one rather tab 
ling a ſleepe, then dying, ſhe moſt happily woke her 
leauc ofall mortall miſeries. Such was the lite, ſuch 
was the death of your deareſt ſiſter, both ſo ful oftru 
comfort, that this ſurely ot her vertues may be a ſuſ- 
ficient lenatiue to your bittereſt griefes. For you ate 
not (I hope) in the number of thoſe that reckon ita 
parte of their paine to heate of their beſt remedies, 

thinking the rehearſal of your dead ftiendes prayſes 
an vpbraiding of their loſle: but ſith the oblivion of 
her vertues were iniutious to her, let not the menti- 
on of her perſon be offenſiue voto you, and bee not 
you grieued with her death, with which the is beſt 
pleaſed. So bleſſed a death is rather to be wiſhed of 
vs, then pitied in her, whoſe ſoule triumpheth with 
God, whoſe vertues ſtill breatheth in the mouths of 
infinit praiſes, and liucth in the memories of all, to 
whom either experience made her knowen,or fame 
was not enuious to conceale her deſerts : ſhee Was 
a ic wel, that both God and you deſired to enioy; he 
to her aſſured benefit without ſelfe intereſt, you for 
allo wable reſpects, yet employing her reſtraint a- 
mong certaine hazards and moſt vncertaine hopes. 
Be then vmpier in your one cauſe, whether your 
wiſhes, or Gods wil,importcth more loue, the one, 


the adornement of her exile, the other, her returne

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into a moſt bleſſed country, and ſith ir pleaſed God 
in this loue to be your rivall,let your diſcretion des 
cide the doubt, whom in due ſhould carry the ſuite, 
the prerogatiue being but a right to the one: for na- 
ture & grace being the motiues of both your loues, 
ſbee had the beſt title in the, that was author of the:

vn willing by experience to ſec mortall, yet the ge- 
ncrall tide Waſheth all paſſengers to the ſame ſhore, 
ſome ſooner, ſome later, but all at the laſt : and wee 


, mult ſettle our mindes, to take our courſe as it com- 
- meth, neuer fearing a thing ſo neceſſary, yet euer ex- 


pecting a thing ſo vacertaine. It ſeemeth that God 
purpolely concealed the time of out death, leauing 
vs teſolued berweene feare and hope ol longer con- 
tinuance. Cut off ynripe cares, leſt with the notice 
and penſiuenes of our diuorce from the worlde, we 
ſhould loſe the comfort of needful contentments, dc 
before our dying day, languiſh away with expecta- 
tion of death. Some arc taken in their firſt ſteppe in 
to this life, receiving in one, theit welcom — 
well, as though they had bin borne, onely to be bu- 
tied, and to take theit paſport in this houtely midle 
of their courſezthe good, to preuent change, the bad, 
to ſhorten their impictie:ſome liue til they be wea- 
ry of lite, to giue proofe of their good hap, that had 
a kindlier paſſage, yet though the date be diuets, the 
debt is al one, cqually to be anſwered of all as their 


time expiteth: for who is the man ſhal liue and not π n. 
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ſee death? ſith we al die, and like water ſlide vppon 
the carth. In Paradice we recciued the ſentence of 
Death, & here, as priſoners,we are kept in ward, ta- 
rying but our times till the Gaoler cal vs to our ex- 
ecution; Whom hath any virtue eternized, or deſert 
commended to poſterity, that hath not mourned in 
life, & bin mourned atrer death, no aſſurance of ioy 
being ſcaled without ſome teares? Euen our bleſsed 
Lady the mother of God, was throwne downe as 
deep in temporal miſcries, as ſhe was aduanced hie 
in ſpirituall honors, none amongſt all mortall crea- 
tures finding in life more profe then ſhe of hic mor- 
talitic: Fot, hauing the nobleſt ſonne that euer wo- 
man was mother of, not onely aboue the condition 
ol men, but aboue the glotie of Angells, being het 
ſonne onely, without temporal 22 thereby 
the loue ol both parents dobled in her breaſt, being 
her onely Son without other iſſue, and ſo het loue 
of all children finithed in him. Yea, he being God, 
and ſhe the neareſt creature ro Gods petſections, yer 
no pretogatiue, either quitred her from mourning, 
or him from dyiug: & though they ſurmounted the 
higheſt Angelles in all other preheminences, yet 
were they equall with the meaneſt men in the ſen- 
rence of Death. And howbeit our Lady being the 
patterne ot chriſtian mourners, fo tempered her an- 
guiſh, that there was neither any thing vndone that 
might be exacted of a mother, not any thing doone 
that might be miſliked in ſo perfite a matronʒyet by 
this we may gheſle with what curteſies death is like 
ly to friend vs, that dutſt cauſe fo bloudy funerals in 


ſo heaucoly a ſtocke, not exempting him from the 
law 
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law of dying, that was the authour of life, and ſoone 
alter to honour his triumphs with ruines and ſpoile 
of death. Sering therfore that Death ſpareth none, 
let vs ſpare our teares for better vſes, being but an i- 
doll ſacrifice to this deaſe and implacable executio- 
ner. And tor this, not loug to be continued, where 
they can ncuer profit, Nature did promile vs awee- 
ping life, exactiug tearcs for cuſtome as our firſt en- 
trance, and for ſuting our whole courſe in this dole- 
full beginning: therefore they muſt be vſed with 


meaſure that muſt be vicd ſo oſten, & ſo many cau- 


ſes of weeping, lying yet in the debt ſith we cannot 
end our teates, let vs at the leaſt reſcrue them, il ſor- 
tove can not be ſhunned: let it be taken in time of 
neede, ſith otherwiſe being both ttoubleſome and 
ſtuitles, it is a double miſery, or an open folly. Wee 
moiſten not the ground with pretious waters, they 


were ſtilled to noblet endes, eythet by their Fruits 


to delight our ſences, or by their operation, to pre» 
ſetue our healths. Our teares are water of too high 


a price, tobe prodigally powred in the duſt of any 


graues. If they be teares of loue, they perfume our 
prayets, making them odour ot ſweetenes, fit to be 
offered on the Altare before the throne of God: if 
teates of contrition, they ate water of life to the dy- 
ing and corrupting ſoules, they may purchaſe fauor, 
and tepeale the ſentence til it be executed, as the ex- 
ample of Egechias dooth teſtifie, but when the pu- 
niftmentis paſt, and the verdict performed in i 


their pleading is in vaine, as Dauid taught vs when 
his childe was dead, ſaying, that hee was likeliet to 
goe to it, than it, by his weeping, to returne to him. 
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Learne therefore to giue ſorrow no long dominion 
ouet you, Wherefore the wiſe ſhould rather marke, 
than expect an end, meete it not when it commeth, 
do not inuite it when it is abſent, when you feele it, 
do not farce it, ſith the bruite creatures, which (Na- 
ture ſeldome erring in her courſe guydeth in the 
meane) liaue but a ſhort, though vehement ſenſe of 
their loſſes, you ſhould bury the ſharpeneſſe of your 
rieſe, with the coutſę, and reſt contented with a 
Hurd a milde compalsion, neyther leſle than de- 
cent for you, nor more than agreeable to your Na- 
ture aud iudgement, your much heauineſſe would 
renew a multitude of gt iefes, and your eyes woulde 
be ſptings to many ſtreames, adding to the memo- 
7 ofthe dead, a new occaſion of plaint by your own 
iſcomfort, the motion of your hart meaſureth the 
beating of many pulſes, which in any diſtemper of 
your 3 with the like ſtroke will ſoone bewray 
themſelues ſick of your diſeaſe: your fortune, thogh 
hard, yet is it notorious, & thogh moued in miſhap, 
and ſet in an ynwootthy lanthorne, yet your one 
light ſhineth farre, and maketh you markeable : all 
will bend attentiue eie vpon you, obſeruing howe 
you warde this blowe of temptation, and whether 
your patience be a ſhield of ptoofe, or eaſily eutred 
with theſe violent ſtrokes. It is commonly expe- 
Qed, that ſo high thoughts which haue alrcady cli- 
med ouer the hardeſt dangers, ſnuld not now ſtowp 
to any yulgar or female coplaints:grear perſonages, 
vvhoſe eſtate draweth vpon them many eies, as they 
cannot but bethem(ſclues , ſo may not they vſe the 


libertie of mcancr eſtates, the lawes of nobilitic not 
| alowing 
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alowing them to direct their deeds by their defires, 
but to mite their deſires to that which is decent. 

/ Nobility is an aime for lower degrees to leuell at 
markes of higher perfection, and like ſtately in- 
dowes inthe northeaſt roomes of polliticke and ci- 
uil buildings, to let in ſuch light, & lie open toſuch 
proſpects, as may afford their infertors, both to find 
meaves and motions to Hcroicall vertues: if you 
ſhould determine to dwel euer in ſorrowe, it were a 
wrong to your wiſedome, and countermanded by 
your quality, if euet you mind to ſurceaſe it, no time 
fitter than the preſent, ſith the lame reſons that here- 
after might mooue you, ate now as much in force. 
Yeeld to Wiſdom that you muſt yeeld to Time, be 
beholding to your ſclfe, not to time tor the victory, 
make it a voluntary worke of difcretion that wil o- 
therwile be a neceſſary worke of delay. We thinke 
it not enough to haue our owne meaſure brimme 
full with cuill, vnleſſe wee make it runneouer with 
others miſeries, taking their — — as out pu- 
niſhments, and executing forraine penalties vppon 
our ſelues: yeadiſquiet mindes being euet bellowes 
to their one flames miſtake oſt times others good 
for ill, their tollie making it a true ſcourge to them, 
that ho ſoeuer it ſeemed twas to others a benefite. 
Iacoò out of Toſephs ablence ſucked ſuch ſurmiſes, as 
hee made his heart a prey to his agonics, whercas 
that that buried him in his owne melancholies, rai- 
fed / oſeph to his higheſt happineſſe: if Mary Mag- 
dalen laide, and fuppoſed ſhe could haue ſuncke no 
deeper in gricte, than ſhec had already plunged het 
kclte,and yet, chat which ſte imagined che vttetmoſt 


of 
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of cuils proved in concluſion, the very bliſſe of het 
wiſhes. Thie like may be your errout, it you cumbet 
your minde with thinking vppon her death, Which 
would neuer be diſcharged from cares, till death ſet 
his hand to her acquittance, nor receiue the charter 
ofan eternall being, till het ſoule were preſented at 
the ſcaling : I loathe to tubbe the ſcarte ot a deeper 
wound, tor feate of renuing a dead diſcomfoitʒ y et 
if you will fauour your owneremedies, the maiſte- 
ric over that gricte that ſprings from the roote, may 
learne you to qualifie this that buddeth from the 
branch, let not hir loſſes moue you that are acquain 
ted with greater of your owne,and taught by expe- 
rience, to know how vncertaine this change is, for 
whom vnconſtant fortune throweth the dice, if ſhe - 
want the woonted titles: her part is nowe 1ndcede, 
& they were due but vpon the ſtage, tir lofle there- 
in is but a wracke of wounds, in which ſuee is but 
euen with the height of priaces,ſurpalsing both hit 
ſel te in them, and the new honors of heauenly ſtile. 
It ſhee haue left ber children, it was her wiſh,they 
ſhuld repay her abſence with viury; yet had ſhe ſent 
her firſt fruits before het as pledges of hix owne cõ- 
ming. And now may we ſaythat the Sparrow hath 
found a home,and the Turtle Doue antaſt, Where 
ſbe may lay her yonglings, thioying ſome, & expe- 
Qing the reſt. It ſhe be taken from her friends, ſhe 
is allo delivered from her enemies, in hope hercaf- 
ter to enioy the firſt, out of feate of euer being trou- 


bdled with the latter. It ſhee be cut off in her youth, 


no age is vntipe tot a good death, and hauing ended 


her tas ke, though neuer lo ſhort, yer ſhec bath liued 
out 
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out of hir ful time: Old age is venerable,not long, to 
be meaſured by increaſe of vertues, not by number 


of yeares, for heauines conſiſteth in wiſedome, and wp 


an vnſporred lite is the tipenes of the Apo); 1 
It ſhe were in posſibilitie of preferment, ſhee coulde 
hardly haue wanted higher than from whence ſhee 
was throwen : hauing beene bruiſed with the firſt, 
ſhe had little wil to clime fora ſecond fall: we might 
hitherto truely haue ſaid, this is that Nomi, lebe. 
ing to her end enriched with many outwarde, and 
more inwarde graces. But whether heercafter ſhee 
would haue bid vs not to cal hir Neemi,chat is, faire, 
but M ara, that ſignifieth bitter, it is yncerraine; ſith 
ſhe might haue falfen into the widows felicitie, that 
lo changed hernarye to the likeneſſe of her lot. In- 
ſomucli, that ſhe is freed from more miſeries thẽ ſhe 
ſuffered loſſes, and. more fortunate by not deſiring, 
then thee would beEby enioying Fortunes fauoun 
which if it be not counted a tollicto loue, yet it is a 
true happines, not to neede: we may rather thinke - 

that Death was prouided againſt her imminent 
harmes, then enuious ofany future proſperities:the 
times being great with ſo many broyles, that when 
they once tall in labour, we ſhal thinke their condi- 
tion ſocureſt, whom abſence hath exempted , both 
from teeling the bitter throwes, and beholding the 
monſtrous iſſue that they are likely to bring forth: 
the more you tender hir, the more temperate ſhould 
be your griefe, ſith ſecing you vpon going, ſnee did 
but ſtep before you into the next worlde, to which 
ſhe thought you to belong more than to this, which 


hath alteady giuen you the moſt vngtateful _ 
cy 
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They that are vpon remouing, ſend theit furniture 
before them; and you ſtill ſtandivg vpon your do- 
parture, what ornament coulde you rather wiſh in 
your future abode thẽ this that did euer pleaſe you? 
God thither ſendeth your adamants, whither hee 
would draw your heart, and caſteth yonr anchours 
-where your thoghts ſhould lic at thode, that ſeeing 
your loue taken out of the world , and your hopes 
diſanchored from the ſtormie ſhoare, you might 
ſettle your deſite, where God ſeemeth to require 
them. If you would haue wiſhed her life for an ex- 
ample to your houſe, aſſure your ſelfe ſhee bath lete 
herfriends ſo inherited with het vertucs,and ſo per- 
fit patternes of het beſt part, that who knoweth the 
ſuruiuours, may ſee the deceaſed, and ſhal finde little 
difference, but in the nũber, which before was grea- 
ter, but not better, vnleſſe it were in one repetition 
of the ſame goodnes : wherefore ſette your ſelfe at 
reſt in the ordinance of God, whoſe works are per- 
fit, and whoſe wiſedome is infinite. The teimes of 
our life are like the ſeaſons of the yeate, lom for ſow 
ing. ſome tor growing, and ſome for teaping , in this 
only different, that as the heauens keepe their pte- 
{cribed periods, ſo the ſucceſſion of times haue their 
appointed chaunges. But in the ſeaſons of our life, 
which are not the lawe of neceſſarie cauſes, fome 
are reaped in the ſeed, lome in the blade, ſome in the 
vnripe cares, all in the end; this harneſt depending 
vpon the Reapers wil. Death is too ordinaty a thing 
to ſeem any nouelty, being a familiar gueſt in euery 
houſe and ſich his comming is expected, and his at- 
tant vnknowen, neither his preſence ſhould be fea- 


red. 
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red, nor his effectes lamented. What wonder is it to 
ſce fuell burned, ſpice pounded, or ſnow melted? & 
as little feare it is to ſee thoſe dead that were borne 
vpon condition once todic;ſhe was ſuch a copound 
as was once to be reſolued vnto her ſimples, which 
is now perlourmed: her ſoule being given to God, 
& her body reſorted into her firſt elements, it could 
not diſlike you, to ſee your friend remoued out ofa 
ruinous houſe, and the houſe it ſelte deſtroyed and 
pulled downe, if you knew it were to build it ina 
ſtatelier form, & to tutne the inhabitant with more 
ioy into a faitet lodging. Let then yout ſiſters ſoule 
depart without gricte, let her body alſo be altted in- 
to duſt: withdrawe your eies from the ruine of this 
cotage, & caſt them vpon the maieſtie ot the ſecond 
building, which S. Paul ſaith fhall be incorruptible, 
glotious, ſtrange, ſpiritual. and immortall: night and 
{lcep are perpetuall mirrors, figuring in their darke- 
nes, ſilence, ſnutting vp of ſenles, the final end of our 
mortal) bodies; & tor this ſome haue intituled (1 

the eldeſt brother ot death: but with no leſle conue- 
nieẽce it might be called one of deatlis tenants, neare 
vnto him iu affinity of condition, yea tar inferior in 
right, beiag but tennant for a time, of that Death is 
the inheritance; for, by vettue of the conueiance 
made vnto him in Paradice, that duſt we were, & to 
duſt we mult returae; hee hath hitherto ſhewed his 
ſeigniory ouer al, exacting of vs, not only the yere- 
ly, but hourely reuerence of time, which euer by mi- 
nuts we deftray vnto him: ſo that our very life is, not 
only a memory, but a part of our death, ſith the lon- 
ger we haue liued, tlie leſſe we haue to liue. What is 
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the daily leſſening ot our liſe, but a continual dying: 
and thet fore none is more gricucd with the running 
out of the laſt ſand in an houte glaſſe, then with all 
the reſt:{o ſhould not the end ot the laſt houre trou- 
ble vs any more, ot ſo many that went before, ſith 
that did but finich courſe, that al the reſt were ſtil eu- 
din the quantity, but the quality commendeth 
— 222 gaine of long ltuers, being 
onely a great burthen of ſinne: for as in reates, fo in 
life, che valew is not cſteemed by the length, but by 
the fruit and goodneſſe, which often is more in the 
leaſt than inthe longeſt. What your ſiſter wanted 
in continuance,fhee ſupplied in ſpecde; and as with 
hit needle ſhee wrought more in a day than many 
Ladies in a yeate, having both excellent skil,and no 
leſſe delight in working: ſo with hir diligence, dou- 
bling her endeuours, ſhe won more vertue in halfe, 
than others in a Whole life. Her death to time, was 
hit biith to eternitie, the loſſe of this world an ex- 
change ofa better, one indowment that ſhe had be- 
ing impaired, but many farrc greater added to her 
ſtore, Mardecheus houſe was too obſcure a dwel- 
ling for ſo gracious an He#er, ſhrowding royall 
partes in the mantle ofa meanceſtate, and ſhadow- 
ing immorrall benefits vader earthly vailes. It was 
fitter, that ſhee being a ſumme ot ſo rare perfections, 
and lo well woorthy a ſpouſe of our heauenly Aha- 
Huerus, ſhould be carried to his court from her for- 
mer abode, there to be inueſted in glotie, and to en- 
joy both place and prehemi ience an{werable to her 
worthines, her loue Would haue beene leſſe able to 
haue borne hir death, thẽ your conſtancy to brooke 
hcts, 
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hers, and thereſore God mercifully cloſed her eyes 
betore they were puniſhed with ſo grieuous alight, 
taking out to you but a new leflon of patience out 
ot your old booke, in which, long ſtudy hath made 
you pertect. Though your hearts were equally bal- 
lanced with a mutual and moſt entire affection, and 
the doubt inſoluble, which of you loued moſt, yer 
Death finding her weaker , though not the wea- 
ker veſſel, layed his weight in her ballance, to bring 
her ſooneſt to her reſt: let your mind therefore con- 
ſcat to that which your tongue daily craueth, that 
Gods will may be done, as well hete in earth of her 
mortall body, and iu that little heauen of her puteſt 
ſoule, ſith his will is the beſt meaſure of all events. 
There is in this worlde continuall enterchaunge of 
pleaſing and greeting accidence, till keeping theit 
ſuccelsion of times, & ouertaking ech other in their 
ſeuerall coutſes: no picture can be all drawae of the 
brighteſt colours, nor a harmonie onely conſorted 
onely of trebbles: ſhadowes are needfull in expteſ- 
ſing of proportions, and the bale is a principalſ part 
in perfect muſicke, the condition of our exile heere 


allo weth no vnmedled ioy, out whole life is term. | 


crate bet wee ne ſweete and ſo wer, and we muſt all 
Lake fora mixture of both: the wiſe ſo wiſh : bet- 
ter that they ſtil] thinke ot worſe,accepring the one 
it it come with hking, and bearing the other, with- 
out impatience, being ſo much maiſters of each o- 
thers fortunes, that neither ſhall worke them to ex- 
ceſſe. Thedwarte groweth not on the hizheſt hill, 
nor the tall mar, looſetli not his height in the low] 


eſt valley, and as a bale mind, though molt at caſe, 
ä D 3 will 
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will be deiected, ſo a teſolute vertue in the deepeſt 
diſtreſſe is moſt imptegnable. They euermore moſt 
pettectly enioy their comforts, that feaſt teare their 
contrarics:for a deſire to enioy, carieth with it a fear 
to loolczand both deſite & fear are enimics to quiet 
poſſeſsion, mał ing men rather owners of Gods be- 
nefits, then tenants at bis wil:the cauſe gt our trobls 
ate, that our misfortuncs happe, either to vawitting 
ot vn willing mindes; foreſight pteuenteth the one, 
necelsity the other: for hetaketh away the ſmart of 
preſent euills chat attendeth their comming, and is 
not amated with any croſſe, that is, armed againſt al, 

where neceſsity worketh without our conſent, the 
eflect ſhoulde neuer greatly afflict vs, griete beeing 
booteleſſe, where it cannot help, needeleſse where 
there was no fault: God caſteth the dice, and giueth 
vs out chaunce; the moſt we can doe, is, to take the 
poynt that the caſt ill affoord vs, not grudging ſo 
wuch that it is no better, as comforting our ſelues it 
is no worſe. It men ſhould lay all their euilles toges 
ther, to be afterwards by equall portions di vided a- 
mong them, moſt men would rather take that they 
brought, than ſtand to the diuiſion; yet ſuch is the 
partial iudgement of ſelfe loue, that euety man iud- 
geth his ſelfe · miſery ioo great, fearing if he can find 
ſome circumſtance to increaſe it, & making it intol- 
lerable, by thought to induce it. When Meſes threw 
his rod from him, it became a ſerpent, redy to ſting, 
and affrighted him, inſomuch as it made him to flee, 
but being quietly taken vp, it was a rod againe, ſet- 
uiceable tor his vie, no way huttfull. The croſse of 


Chriſt, & rod of euery tribulation ſceming to threa-

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ten ſinging and terrour to thoſe that ſhunne and 
eſchew it, but they that mildely take it vp and em- | 
brace it with patience, may ſay with Dauid, thy rod, Panera, 
and thy ſtaffe haue been my comfort. [n this, atflic- | 
tion reſeinbleth the Crokadile; flie, itpurſucth and 
frights;tollowed,it flicth aud fearcth,a ſhame to the + | 
conſtant, a tyrant to the timorous. Soft mindes that | 1 ; 
thinke only vpon delights, admit no othet confide+ | 
ration, but in ſoothing things becom ſo effeminate, 
as that they are apt to bleede with euety ſharpe im- 
prelsion. But hee that vleth his thoughts with ex- | | 
pectation of troubles, making their trauell through 
all hazards, and appoſing his reſolution againſt the 
ſharpeſt incounters, ftadeth in the proofe facilitic of 
+ gh , andeaſcth the loade of moſt heauy cum- + 
rs: we muſt hauc temporall chings in vic, but c- 
ternal in wiſh, that inthe one neither delight exceed 
(in that we haue no deſire in that wee want: )and in 
the other our moſt delight is here in deſire, and our 
whole deſite is hereafter to enioy. They ſtraighten 
too much their ioyes, that draw them into the reach 
and compaſſe of their fences, as if it were no facilitie 
where no ſence is witnes, whereas it we exclude out 
map and future contentments, pleaſaut pleaſures 
aue ſo fickle aſſurance, that either as foreſtalled be- 
fore their ariuall, ot interrupted before their ende, 
or ended before they ate well begunne: the repe- 
tition of tormer comfortes , and the expectation of 
after hopes, is euet a reliefe vnto a vettuous minde, 
vhereas others, not ſuffering their like to continue 
ia the conueniences ot that which was & ſhal be din 
uided, this day ſrom yeſterday, & to morrow, & by - || 
forget - 4 
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forgetting al, and forecaſting nothing, abridge their 


wholelite into rhe moment of preſent time: enioy 
your {iſter in your former vertues, enioy her alſo in 
her turure meeting, being both titles ot more cer- 
tainedelights , than her caluall life could euer haue 
warranted, If we wil thinke of her death, let it be as 
a warning to prouide vs, ſith chat that happeacth to 
one, may happen to another : yea, none can eſcape, 
that is commons to all. It may be, that blow that hit 
her, was meant to ſomeof vs ; and this miſſing, was 
bur a proof, to take bettet aime in the next ſtroke: if 
we were diligent in thiuking of our own, we ſhuld 
haue little leaſure to bewaile others death. When 
the ſouldier in skirmiſh ſeeth his next tcllow ſlaine, 
he thinketh more time to looke to himſelfe, then to 
ſtand mourning a hapleſſe miſchance, knowing the 
hand which ſped ſo neare a neighbour,cannot be far 
from his own head. But we in this behalfe are wuch 
like the ſeely bitds, that ſeeing one tick in the lime 
buſh, ſtriuing to get away, with a kind of native pit- 
ty are dtawen to goe to it, and toruſh themſelues 
into the ſame misfortune ; cuen ſo many of their 
trinds deceaſe, by muſing on their lot, wittingly ſur- 
fer of too much ſorruw, that ſometimes they make 
mourning theit laſt deceaſe: but ſlippe not you in- 
to this toyle, that hath taken none but weak affecti- 
ons hold not your eyes al wayes vpon your hardeſt 
happes, neyther be you ſtill occupied in counting 
your loſſes: There are tayrer partes in your body, 
than ſcarres, better cic-markes in your fortune than 
a ſiſtets loſſe; you might happily finde more com- 


fort left. than you would williogly looſe. But that 
you 
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you haue already reigned the ſolaces of life, and 
ſhunnedall comforts into the hopes of heauenʒ yer 
ſirhthere is ſome diffrence betweene a purpoſe and 

roofe, intending en e a ſubdued enemy 
being euer ready to rebell when he findeth mighty 
helps to make a party, it is good to ſtrengthen fea- 
ſon againſt the violence of Nature, that in this and 
like caſes ill rene her aſſaults . It was a forcible 
remedie that hee vſed to withſtand the conceit of a 
maoſt lamentable occurtent, who hauing in one ſſiip 


loſt his children and ſubſtance, and hardly eſcaped 


himſelfe trom drowning, went preſcntly into an

life. If you had bin tied in the ſtraights of Tepthaes 
bitter deuotions, embruing his ſword in his one 

daughters blood, and endiag the triumphs ouer his 

enemies, with the voluntary funeralles of his onelie 

of-ſpring: yet, ſith boch their lives and their labours 

had bin Gods vndeemable debt, your yertues oght 
to haue obeyed, waygre al incounters of carnal afl 


ction. And how much more in this caſe ſhould you. 
E incline 
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incline your loue to Gods liking, in which he hath 
receided a leſſe parte of his owe, and that by the y- 
ſual eaſieſt courſe of natures lawes. Let God ſtrippe 
you to the skinne, yea to the ſoule, ſo hee ſtay wyth 
you himſelte: let this reproach be your honor, his 
ouerty your riches, & he, in lieu of al other frends; 
hinke him enough for this world, that muſt be all 
your poſſeſſion for a whole eternity: let others caſe 
their catefulneſſe with borowed pleaſures, not bred 
out of tlie true roote, but begged of externall helps. 
They hall ſtill carry vnquiet mindes, eaſily altered 
with euery accident, ſith they labor not any change 
in their inward diſtempers. But by forgetting them 
for a time by outward paſtimes, innocencie is the 
only mother of true mirth, and a ſoule that is owner 
of God: wil quietly beate with all other wants, no- 
thing becing able to empoueriſh ir but voluntarie 
loſles . Beate not therefore with her loſſes, for ſuee 
is woa for euer, but with the momentary abſence 
of your moſt happy ſiſter; yea it can not iuſtly bee 
called an abſence, many thoghts being daily in par- 
lee with her, only mens eyes and cates ynwoorthy 
to enioy ſo ſu ert an obiect, haue reſigned their in. 
rereſt and intere fd this treaſute in their hearts, be- 
ing the fitteſt ſhrines for ſo pure a Saint, W home, as 
none did know but did loue, ſo none can nowe re- 
member with deuotion. Men may behold hir with 
ſhame of their former life, ſccing one ofthe weaker 
ſexe honour her weakeneſſe wyth ſuch a trayne of 
perfections. Ladies may admire her as a glotie to 
their degree, in whom bonour was portraied in her 
full likebeſſe, grace hauing petfited Natures firſt
